In  various  modifications  it  has 
since  produced  the  family  names  of  Davids,  Davidson, 
Davies,  Davison,  as  well  as  Davis,  and  from  Daw,  the 
nickname,  came  the  surnames  Dawe,  Dawes,  and  Dawson.

DAVID  DAVIS,  first  of  the  line  to  be  of  record,  lived  near  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  is  believed  to  have  been  born  in  1771,  and  where  he  died

THOMAS  BODLEY  DAVIS,  son  of  David  and  Elizabeth  (Bodley) 
Davis,  was  born  near  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  in  1800,  and  died  aboard  his 
river  boat,  of  which  he  was  captain,  in  1835.  In  early  manhood  he  removed  to 
Kentucky  and  became  a  captain  of  a  river  boat  plying  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
i  rivers.  On  a  trip  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  he  found  himself  exposed  to  the 
scourge  of  yellow  fever,  which  was  epidemic  at  the  time.  Feeling  that  he  had 
:  contracted  the  disease,  he  purchased  his  own  coffin  and  sailed  for  home.  He  died 
[  °n  the  way  and  was  buried  at  Louisville.  Kentucky.

JOHN  BURGESS  DAVIS,  son  of  Thomas  Bodley  and  Jane  Dawson 
(Peebles)  Davis,  was  born  near  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  April  19,  1828,  and 
died  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  in  November,  1890.  Shortly  after  his  father’s  death 
he  worked  for  his  uncle,  James  Davis,  who  conducted  a  thriving  ship  chandler’s 
store  on  the  Ohio  River.  Following  in  his  father’s  footsteps,  he  was  captain  of  a 
river  boat  plying  between  Pittsburgh  and  New  Orleans  before  he  was  twenty-one 
years  of  age.  In  1854  he  proved  his  proficiency  by  taking  his  boat  up  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  to  the  Minnesota  and  into  the  Red  River,  a  feat  not  since  duplicated.  John 
Burgess  Davis  was  living  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War, 
in  1861,  and  was  running  his  boat  from  there  to  New  Orleans.  He  at  once  organ¬ 
ized  a  company  of  volunteers  for  the  Union  cause  and  was  appointed  captain. 
Later  he  was  appointed  major  of  this  the  Second  Minnesota  Company,  and  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  battles  of  Mill  Springs,  Corinth,  Tullahoma,  Chickamauga,  and 
others.  While  fighting  under  Major-General  George  H.  Thomas  at  Chicka¬ 
mauga  he  was  badly  wounded,  and  hence  forced  to  resign  from  the  service. 
Among  others  of  a  similar  nature,  he  received  the  following  letter  from  one  of  his 
superior  officers :  __ 

Head  Quarters  3d  Div.  14  A.  C. 

Near  Washington,  D.  C.  June  14th,  ’65. 

I  was  Intimately  associated  with  Major  Davis  during  his  whole 
period  of  service  from  July  5th  1861  to  April  5th  1864  at  which  last 
date  his  resignation  for  disability  incurred  in  the  service  was  accepted. 

•  He  is  an  accomplished  gentleman,  an  honest  man,  and  a  gallant  and 
thorough  soldier. 
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He  was  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Mill  Spring,  the  siege  of  Corinth, 
Tullahoma  and  Chickamauga,  at  the  last  of  which  he  particularly  distin¬ 
guished  himself  and  was  wounded. 

His  resignation  though  rendered  necessary  by  the  condition  of  his 
health  at  the  time  was  a  source  of  great  regret  to  the  officers  and  men  of 
his  regiment  and  a  loss  to  the  service.  I.  W.  Bishop, 

Colonel  2d  Minnesota  Volunteers;  Brevet  Brigadier-General 

United  States  Volunteers. 

After  the  war  Major  Davis  removed  with  his  family  to  Augusta,  Arkansas, 
and  later  to  Memphis,  Tennessee.  He  reentered  the  shipping  business,  and  ran 
a  line  of  steamboats  from  Memphis  up  the  White  River  in  Arkansas  to  its 
headwaters. 

In  1873,  under  the  United  States  Engineer  Corps,  he  was  in  charge  of  the 
steamer  “Montana,”  which  undertook  to  improve  the  navigability  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  River.  In  1874  he  removed  with  his  family  to  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  where 
he  lived  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  Three  years  later,  in  1877,  he  obtained  a  con¬ 
tract  from  the  United  States  Government  to  carry  the  building  materials  for 
Forts  Keough  and  Custer  on  the  Yellowstone  and  Little  Big  Horn  rivers  in  Mon¬ 
tana,  from  Bismarck,  North  Dakota,  then  the  terminus  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railway,  to  the  sites  of  the  forts. 

In  1883,  Major  Davis  engaged  with  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Fur  Company  to 
transport  supplies  and  furs  on  the  Saskatchewan  River  in  Canada,  a  business 
which  he  carried  on  for  several  years.  He  also  carried  troops  for  the  Canadian 
Government  on  the  south  branch  of  the  Saskatchewan  River  during  the  Riel 
Rebellion,  this  being  the  first  time  steamers  plied  this  river.  He  retired  in  1889, 
just  a  year  before  his  death.  Altogether,  he  operated  boats  for  over  forty  years. 
The  vital  statistics  of  Mason  County,  Kentucky,  yield  this  interesting  record : 

John  B.  Davis,  residing  in  Cincinnati,  single,  aged  26  years,  born  in 
Pa.,  married  Mar.  13,  1855,  at  Mavsville,  Kentucky,  by  the  Rev.  Robt. 

C.  Grundy,  P.  P.  to  Miss  Anna  Eliza  Sharpe,  aged  18  years,  single, 
residing  in  Maysville,  Kentucky,  born  in  Mason  County,  Kentucky. 

The  day  before  the  wedding,  the  following  bond  was  filed : 

Be  it  known  that  we,  John  B.  Davis  as  principal,  and  Samuel  W. 
Owens  as  surety,  are  jointly  and  severally  bound  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.  The  condition  of  this 
bond  is  as  follows :  That  whereas  marriage  is  intended  to  be  solemnized 
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between  the  above  bound  John  B.  Davis  and  Miss  Anna  Eliza  Sharpe, 

Now,  if  there  is  no  lawful  cause  to  obstruct  said  marriage  this  bond  shall 

be  void,  otherwise  it  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Dated  at  Maysville,  Mason  County,  Kentucky,  this  12th  day  of 

March,  1855  (signed)  John  B.  Davis

THOMAS  BODLEY  DAVIS,  son  of  John  Burgess  and  Anna  Eliza 
(Sharpe)  Davis,  was  born  at  Maysville,  Mason  County,  Kentucky,  January  29, 
1856,  and  died  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  September  20,  1927.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  high  school  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  in  1874,  and  the  following  year 
entered  the  employ  of  Thomas  Yates,  who  was  engaged  in  the  plumbing  and  gen¬ 
eral  contracting  business  in  Rock  Island  and  Moline,  Illinois.  He  was  retained 
in  the  Rock  Island  establishment  of  the  concern  and  his  brother,  Samuel  Sharpe 
Davis,  was  manager  of  the  Moline  branch.  The  two  brothers  collaborated  in  the 
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invention  of  some  valuable  steam  appliances  in  1879-80,  which  they  manufac¬ 
tured  while  conducting  a  coal  business  at  Rock  Island  as  a  side-line.  Upon  the 
death  of  their  employer,  February  1,  1881,  the  brothers  purchased  his  business 
and  formed  a  partnership  with  the  name  of  Davis  and  Company,  which  they  con¬ 
tinued  until  January  12,  1892,  when  the  Davis  Company  was  reorganized. 

In  1883  the  Davis  brothers  obtained  the  contract  for  laying  the  water  mains 
in  Moline,  and  as  the  city  did  not  have  sufficient  resources  to  build  the  water¬ 
works,  they  organized  the  Moline  Waterworks  Company,  constructed  the  plant 
and  started  supplying  the  city  with  water  on  January  1,  1884.  On  July  1,  1886, 
however,  the  city  purchased  the  plant  and  assumed  control  of  the  services.  In 
1884  they  installed  in  the  Moline  Waterworks  Building  a  fifty-light  arc  dynamo, 
established  the  Merchants’  Electric  Light  Company,  and  furnished  electric  light 
for  stores  and  other  business  establishments.  In  the  following  year  they  erected 
the  Davis  Block  in  Moline,  and  in  Rock  Island  they  organized  another  Mer¬ 
chants’  Electric  Light  Company  to  duplicate  the  service  they  were  then  furnishing 
at  Moline.  In  1886,  new  dynamos,  with  the  ones  from  the  Moline  Waterworks, 
were  placed  in  the  basement  of  the  Davis  Block  in  Moline,  and  from  this  source 
the  first  street  electric  arc  lights  in  Moline  received  their  power. 

In  1887  the  Davis  brothers  organized  the  People’s  Light  and  Fuel  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company  of  Moline,  which  took  over  the  Merchants’  Electric  Light 
Company  and  the  Moline  Gas  and  Coke  Company.  The  following  year  a  twenty- 
five-year  contract  was  made  with  the  Moline  Water  Power  Company,  a  plant  was 
built  at  the  foot  of  Fourth  Street  in  Moline,  the  dynamos  from  the  Rock  Island 
Electric  Light  Company  plant  were  installed  in  the  new  building,  and  on  March 
10,  1888,  the  first  electric  lights  by  water-power  were  run  from  Moline  to  Rock 
Island.  From  this  Moline  plant,  on  April  18,  1888,  electric  lighting  service  was 
extended  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  beginning  on  June  3  of  that  year  the  current 
was  generated  by  the  first  alternating-current  (United  States)  dynamo.  A 
Westinghouse  alternator  was  installed  the  following  year,  and  beginning  October 
17,  1889,  the  first  electric  street  cars  in  Moline  were  run  from  this  source  of 
power,  being  the  second  city  in  the  State  to  have  this  service. 

The  Davis  brothers  found  their  public  utility  service  temporarily  inter¬ 
rupted  on  May  xx,  1888,  when  the  water-power  dam  at  the  Rock  Island  Govern¬ 
ment  Arsenal  was  washed  away  by  flood,  but  a  temporary  dam  soon  permitted 
resumption  of  operations.  In  April,  1889,  the  city  of  Moline  took  over  the 
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street  lighting  plant  and  operated  it  until  1893,  when  it  sold  the  plant  back  to  the 
company  and  recontracted  for  street  lighting  services.  In  1890  a  ten-inch  fuel 
gas  main  was  laid  between  Rock  Island  and  Moline  by  the  Davis  brothers,  and 
they  obtained  a  contract  for  lighting  the  Rock  Island  streets  from  their  Moline 
plant,  starting  this  service  January  6,  1891.  This  plant  was  entirely  destroyed  by 
fire  on  February  25,  1892,  which  resulted  in  a  complete  reorganization  of  the 
business  affairs  of  the  Davis  brothers.  In  1893  a  new  concern,  the  People’s 
Power  Company,  absorbed  both  the  Rock  Island  Gas  and  Coke  Company  and  the 
People’s  Light  and  Fuel  Manufacturing  Company. 

In  1894  a  large  gas  plant  was  built  at  the  foot  of  Fourth  Street  in  Moline, 
adioining  the  electric  plant,  and  the  old  Moline  and  Rock  Island  gas  plants  were 
abandoned.  In  1898  the  Davenport  and  Rock  Island  Street  Railway  Company 
was  taken  over  by  local  capital,  and  the  small  lines  in  Davenport  and  Moline  were 
also  sold.  In  the  latter  year  the  Davis  Corporation  built,  under  Government  con¬ 
tract,  the  wing  dam  of  the  water  power  source  in  Moline,  and  the  brothers  became 
stockholders  of  the  Moline  Water  Power  Company.  For  several  years  they  also 
directed  the  affairs  of  this  concern,  and  the  work  of  deepening  the  tailraces 
and  Sylvan  slough,  connecting  them  with  the  Mississippi  River  at  Rock  Island, 
was  done  by  them. 

About  the  same  time,  in  1898,  the  Davis  brothers  purchased  the  water  power 
at  Sears,  Rock  Island  County,  Illinois,  in  the  Rock  River,  which  had  lain  dor¬ 
mant  for  over  twenty  years.  Permits  were  secured  from  the  United  States  Gov¬ 
ernment,  three  modern  dams  were  built,  a  modern  power-house  was  constructed, 
water-wheels  and  generators  were  installed,  and  the  plant  started  operation  Feb¬ 
ruary  14,  1912.  This  was  the  first  low-head  development  to  use  direct  connected 
units.  The  gas,  electric  light,  and  traction  companies  which  the  Davis  brothers 
had  developed  in  Rock  Island,  Moline  and  Davenport  were  sold  to  an  eastern 
syndicate  in  1906,  but  they  retained  their  water  power  interests.  They  became 
directors  and  executive  officers  of  the  Rock  Island  Plow  Company,  and  were 
prominently  concerned  with  other  leading  corporations  of  that  city.  At  the  time 
of  his  death,  Thomas  Bodley  Davis  was  president  of  the  Moline  Water  Power 
Company,  vice-president  of  the  Rock  Island  Plow  Company,  senior  partner  of  the 
firm  of  T.  B.  and  S.  S.  Davis,  of  Rock  Island,  director  of  the  Weyerhaeuser  and 
Denkmann  Company  and  its  various  subsidiaries,  including  the  Rock  Island 
Sash  and  Door  Company,  and  the  Rock  Island  Lumber  and  Manufacturing  Com-

party.  He  was  also  president  of  the  Denkmann  Lumber  Company,  having  large 
interests  in  the  southern  states. 

Thomas  Bodley  Davis  was  president  for  two  terms  of  the  Illinois  State 
Master  Plumbers’  Association  and  of  the  Illinois  State  Steamfitters’  Association, 
in  1896-97.  Fraternally  he  was  affiliated  with  Trio  Lodge,  No.  57,  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  Rock  Island;  Rock  Island  Chapter,  No.  18,  Royal  Arch 
Masons;  Rock  Island  Commandery,  No.  18,  Knights  Templar;  the  Modern 
Woodmen  of  America,  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Rock  Island  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a  supporter  of  all  movements  tending 
to  advance  his  home  city.  In  religion  he  was  a  member  of  the  Broadway  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  of  Rock  Island. 

His  passing  came  as  a  shock  and  surprise  to  the  general  public.  The  follow¬ 
ing  editorial  from  The  Rock  Island  Argus  well  expresses  the  feelings  of  those 
privileged  to  know  Mr.  Davis  during  his  lifetime,  and  it  is  but  one  of  the  multi¬ 
tude  of  expressions  of  regret  and  sorrow  received  by  the  family. 

In  the  sudden  death  of  Thomas  B.  Davis,  Rock  Island  loses  one  of 
its  foremost  citizens,  whose  life  had  paralleled  the  history  of  this  com¬ 
munity.  With  his  brother,  S.  S.  Davis,  who  survives  him,  he  provided 
the  city  of  Rock  Island  with  its  system  of  public  utilities,  now  in  other 
hands.  The  Davis  name  is  identified  permanently  with  the  story  of  the 
rise,  development  and  progress  of  utilities,  and  the  late  Thomas  B. 
Davis  evidenced  the  possession  of  a  sound  business  judgment  in  a  career 
marked  by  the  greatest  usefulness  and  by  persistent  application  to  his 
lifework. 

Aside  from  his  business  life,  Mr.  Davis  was  a  public-spirited  citizen 
whose  services  were  generously  given  to  the  upbuilding  of  his  home 
community.  Rock  Island  charities,  social,  welfare  and  character-build¬ 
ing  agencies,  found  in  him  a  real  friend.  He  gave  generously  to  all 
such  causes  without  stint.  His  private  benefactions  were  many,  and 
while  these  of  course  were  within  his  sole  knowledge,  it  is  known  that  he 
has  helped  a  large  number  of  unfortunate  folk.  His  many  business 
affiliations,  which  included  membership  on  directorates  of  many  of  the 
more  important  local  industrial  corporations  as  well  as  outside  firms,  did 
not  prevent  him  from  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  Chris¬ 
tian  gentleman  and  churchman.  He  supported  the  cause  of  religion 
whole-heartedly,  and  found  great  solace  and  strength  for  daily  living 
through  the  church  in  which  he  held  membership. 
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Mr.  Davis  was  thoroughly  devoted  to  his  community  and  its  high¬ 
est  and  best  interests  and  discharged  his  duties  as  a  citizen  with  the 
utmost  fidelity.  His  life,  touching  so  many  interests,  was  many-sided, 
but  it  was  inclusive  of  a  most  loyal  attachment  to  his  friends.  A  man  of 
large  affairs,  he  was  without  ostentation,  preferring  the  background  to 
the  limelight.  Such  a  man,  inevitably,  will  be  greatly  missed.  He  was 
emphatically  one  of  Rock  Island’s  chief  builders,  and  the  community  he 
loved  and  served  sincerely  regrets  his  passing.

FREDERICK  CARL  AUGUST  DENKMANN,  as  the  name  came  to  be 
spelled,  son  of  Diedrich  and  Catharina  Maria  Dorothea  (Denckmann)  Denck- 
mann,  was  born  at  Salzwedel,  Prussian  Saxony,  Germany,  April  8,  1821,  at 
eleven  o’clock  in  the  morning-,  baptized  evangelically  on  April  20,  1821,  and  died 
at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  March  2,  1905.  As  a  result  of  the  destruction  of  his 
father’s  property  during  the  Napoleonic  wars  Frederick  Carl  August  Denkmann 
had  few  advantages  and  his  schooling  ended  when  he  was  fourteen  years  of  age. 
He  was  then  apprenticed  as  a  worker  in  a  machine  shop,  where  he  mastered  his 
trade,  and  was  a  journeyman  worker  until  he  came  to  America. 

It  w’as  in  1849,  after  the  collapse  of  the  liberal  movement  in  Germany  in 
1848,  that  Mr.  Denkmann  joined  the  tide  of  emigration  to  the  United  States. 
He  first  located  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  found  employment  and  a  wife, 
but  two  years  later  he  moved  west  to  Moline,  Illinois,  and  a  short  time  thereafter 
to  Rock  Island.  He  continued  to  work  at  his  trade  of  machinist  until  he  had 
saved  enough  money  to  establish  a  modest  grocery  business. 

The  year  i860  was  a  turning  point  in  his  life,  for  in  that  year  he  used  his 
capital  to  join  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Frederick  Weyerhaeuser,  in  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  lumber  firm  of  Weyerhaeuser  and  Denkmann.  Mr.  Weyerhaeuser 
had  been  an  employee  of  a  retail  lumber  firm  at  Coal  Valley,  Illinois,  and  when 
that  firm  went  out  of  business  he  purchased  its  sawmill  at  Rock  Island.  With 
this  property  as  the  nucleus,  the  firm  grew  and  prospered  until  it  became  known 
wherever  logs  and  lumber  were  bought  and  sold.  Mr.  Denkmann  was  elected 
president  of  the  concern,  and  held  this  office  until  the  day  of  his  death  forty-five 
years  later.  Skilled  as  a  machinist  and  established  in  habits  of  old  world  thor¬ 
oughness,  he  took  charge  of  the  manufacturing  processes.  He  proved  to  be  of 
an  inventive  turn  of  mind  in  regard  to  improving  the  mechanical  side  of  the 
business,  and  worked  longer  hours  than  any  other  man  on  the  payroll.  His  abil¬ 
ities,  supplemented  by  those  of  Mr.  Weyerhaeuser,  who  was  trained  in  the 
handling  of  lumber,  could  not  fail  to  produce  successful  results.  One  of  the  later 
projects  of  Mr.  Denkmann  was  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  a  mill  at 
Davenport,  Iowa,  just  across  the  river  from  the  other  mills  operated  by  the  firm. 
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This  mill  was  fitted  up  in  the  most  modern  fashion  and  was  operating  very  suc¬ 
cessfully  when,  on  July  25,  1901,  the  plant  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire. 
This  was  the  first  serious  loss  the  firm  had  to  bear  during  more  than  forty  years 
of  prosperous  business. 

Mr.  Weyerhaeuser  and  Mr.  Denkmann  were  both  exceptionally  fitted  for  the 
manufacture  of  lumber,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  conducted  their  affairs 
gave  them  the  rank  of  masters  among  the  captains  of  industry.  As  a  result  their 
fame  and  influence  spread  throughout  the  country.  To  plan  and  successfully 
carry  out  such  gigantic  enterprises  as  those  in  which  they  were  engaged,  required 
more  than  an  ordinary  amount  of  talent.  They  seem  never  to  have  made  any 
serious  mistakes,  and  if  a  mistake  was  made  they  had  the  rare  power  to  organize 
mistakes  of  judgment  into  elements  of  strength  and  success.  In  writing  of  Mr. 
Denkmann  it  is  natural  to  think  of  him  as  the  moving  spirit  who  directed  the  vast 
and  varied  manufacturing  processes  of  this  firm.  It  was  no  accident  that  he  was 
elected  to  direct. its  course,  for  he  knew  not  only  how  to  manage  machines  but  could 
also  manage  men  and  affairs.  As  the  business  grew  and  the  mills  multiplied  and 
the  operations  became  more  diversified,  there  was  developed  in  him  a  kind  and  a 
degree  of  executive  power  which  was  no  less  a  manifestation  of  genius  than  his 
mechanical  skill  and  insight  into  things.  He  was  a  leader,  not  a  driver  of  men. 
By  his  honest  and  open  dealing,  by  his  ability  to  do  things,  by  his  foresight  and 
excellent  judgment,  and  by  his  promptness  in  the  performance  of  every  duty,  he 
won  the  confidence  of  all  with  whom  he  had  any  business  relations.  It  is  not 
remarkable,  therefore,  that  he  was  an  efficient  executive  officer  and  manager. 
Mr.  Denkmann  lived  to  see  his  early  hopes  and  desires  more  than  realized.  At 
the  age  of  eighty-two  he  laid  down  the  responsibilities  and  pleasures  of  a  long 
business  life.  In  his  later  years  his  cares  were  lightened  by  his  sons,  Frederick 
C.  and  Edward  P.  Denkmann  who,  from  early  boyhood,  had  been  schooled  by 
practical  experience  in  the  intricacies  of  the  lumber  business. 

Frederick  Carl  August  Denkmann  married,  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  Decem¬ 
ber  9, 1849,  Anna  Catherine  Bloedel,  who  was  born  at  Niedersaulheim.  Germany, 
and  died  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  January  15,  1907.  She  was  a  sister  of  Elizabeth 
Sarah  Bloedel,  who  married  Frederick  Weyerhaeuser. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  C.  A.  Denkmann  enjoyed  an  ideal  home  life,  and  on 
December  9,  1904,  they  celebrated  their  fifty-fifth  wedding  anniversary.  Mrs. 
Denkmann  survived  her  husband  by  nearly  two  years,  but  before  her  death  she 
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gave  her  hearty  approval  to  the  desire  of  her  children  to  memorialize  their  father 
in  a  permanent  form  and  at  the  same  time  to  aid  the  Augustana  College  and 
Theological  Seminary  at  Rock  Island.  Thus  it  is  that  the  most  beautiful  build¬ 
ing  on  the  college  campus  is  the  Denkmann  Memorial  Library,  the  corner  stone 
of  which  was  laid  January  21,  1910.

APOLLONIA  ADELAIDE  DENKMANN,  daughter  of  Frederick  Carl 
August  and  Anna  Catherine  (Bloedel)  Denkmann,  was  born  at  Rock  Island, 
Illinois,  January  19,  1857,  and  died  while  sojourning  at  Miami  Beach,  Florida, 
February  25,  1939.  Interment  was  in  the  Davis  family  lot,  Chippiannock  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Rock  Island. 

She  was  graduated  from  Wellesley  College,  Wellesley,  Massachusetts,  in 
1882.  She  studied  for  her  Master  of  Arts  degree  there  and  later  was  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Alumnae  Association  as  well  as  president  of  her  class  for  over  twenty 
years.  She  was  a  woman  of  high  intellectual  attainments  and  a  gracious  figure 
in  the  civic  and  social  life  of  Rock  Island.  As  a  member  of  one  of  Rock  Island’s 
pioneer  families,  she  always  occupied  a  position  of  prominence  in  the  community, 
and  she  gracefully  accepted  and  discharged  the  responsibilities  which  her  promi¬ 
nence  forced  upon  her.  She  was  extremely  loyal  to  her  home  city  and  for  years 
was  one  of  the  most  generous  supporters  of  Rock  Island’s  civic  institutions.  She 
was  always  an  earnest  member  of  the  Broadway  Presbyterian  Church ;  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Council  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Women,  and  a 
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member  of  the  boards  of  the  Rock  Island  Welfare,  Girl  Scouts,  and  Visiting 
Nurses  Association.  Mrs.  Davis  was  a  charter  member  and  first  president  of 
the  Rock  Island  Woman’s  Club,  serving  from  1913  to  1917,  and  was  second  vice- 
president  of  the  club  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Each  year  it  was  her  custom  to 
furnish  the  February  program  for  the  club  meeting,  outstanding  musical  artists 
being  provided  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  club  members  and  their  guests.  The 
years  of  her  long  life  were  lived  in  the  most  affectionate  ties  of  kinship.  She 
believed  in  family  unity  and  was  a  quiet  leader  in  the  promotion  of  family  integ¬ 
rity  and  in  the  support  of  the  far  flung  activities  and  enterprises  of  the  family 
group.  She  traveled  extensively,  both  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.  Up  to 
the  time  of  her  death,  which  occurred  very  suddenly  and  unexpectedly,  she  main¬ 
tained  an  active  interest  in  national  and  world  events.

FREDERICK  CARL  DENKMANN,  son  of  Frederick  Carl  August  and 
Anna  Catherine  (Bloedel)  Denkmann,  was  born  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  March 
25,  1859,  and  died  there  February  11,  1929.  He  received  his  preliminary  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  public  schools  of  Rock  Island,  and  later  attended  the  University  of 
Iowa,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1878  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
In  1880  he  completed  the  course  in  law  at  this  institution,  but  he  never  took  up 
the  practice  of  his  profession.  Instead,  he  returned  to  Rock  Island  and  entered 
the  firm  of  Weyerhaeuser  and  Denkmann,  thus  launching  a  business  career  which 
was  destined  to  become  one  of  the  most  outstanding  in  the  country. 

For  nearly  half  a  century  Mr.  Denkmann  was  intimately  connected  with  the 
parent  corporation  and  its  many  subsidiary  branches.  Like  his  father  before 
him,  Mr.  Denkmann  served  as  president  of  the  Weyerhaeuser  and  Denkmann 
Company,  the  parent  organization ;  president  of  the  Rock  Island  Sash  and  Door 
\\  orks ;  president  of  the  Rock  Island  Lumber  and  Coal  Company,  which  oper¬ 
ates  a  line  of  retail  yards  in  the  West;  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Rock  Island 
Lumber  and  Manufacturing  Company ;  treasurer  of  the  Rock  Island  Plow  Com¬ 
pany;  vice-president  of  Dimock,  Gould  and  Company,  of  Moline,  Illinois;  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Rock  River  Investment  Company:  president  of  the  Mississippi  Valley 
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Investment  Company ;  president  of  the  Denkmann  Lumber  Company  of  Missis¬ 
sippi;  director  of  the  Weyerhaeuser  Timber  Company,  of  Tacoma;  director  of 
the  Sound  Timber  Company,  of  Seattle,  of  the  Potlatch  Lumber  Company  of 
Idaho,  of  the  Southern  Lumber  Company  of  Warren,  Arkansas,  and  of  the 
Northwest  Paper  Company  of  Cloquet,  Minnesota.  In  short,  he  held  official  posi¬ 
tions  in  about  fifty  important  corporations,  in  many  of  which  he  was  the  guid¬ 
ing-  spirit. 

Fraternally,  Mr.  Denkmann  was  affiliated  with  the  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  who  bestowed  upon  him  their  highest  honors.  He  was  a  member  of 
Trio  Lodge,  No.  57,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  of  the  Rock  Island  Chapter, 
No.  18,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  in  which  he  was  Past  High  Priest;  Rock  Island 
Commandery,  No.  18,  Knights  Templar,  in  which  he  was  Past  Commander,  and 
a  member  of  Kaaba  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 
In  December,  1910,  the  honor  of  Knighthood  in  the  Royal  Order  of  Vasa  was 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  King  of  Sweden.  The  ceremony  took  place  at  the 
home  of  his  sister  and  brother-in-law,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Bodley  Davis,  in 
Rock  Island,  with  Consul  Henry  Henschen,  of  Chicago,  representing  the  King. 

No  family  in  Rock  Island  is  more  closely  linked  with  the  bestowal  of  large 
private  wealth  for  the  public  welfare.  In  every  project  of  this  kind  Mr.  Denk¬ 
mann  had  a  prominent  part.  He  was  one  of  the  chief  contributors  of  the  family 
to  the  improvement  and  dedication  of  what  is  now  known  as  Denkmann  Square, 
a  beautiful  tract  in  the  industrial  section  of  the  city  which  has  become  a  recrea¬ 
tional  center  for  the  families  of  working  men.  To  every  local  charitable  and  wel¬ 
fare  work  Mr.  Denkmann  gave  generously,  and  no  civic  movement  went  without 
his  active  and  substantial  support.  During' the  World  War  he  was  chairman  of 
the  War  Camp  Community  Service  for  the  soldiers  in  Rock  Island,  for  the  tri¬ 
cities  and  Rock  Island  Arsenal,  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  Liberty  Loan 
Drives.  For  nine  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Rock  Island  Board  of  Education, 
and  its  president  for  seven  years  up  to  the  time  of  his  retirement  from  the  board. 

Frederick  Carl  Denkmann  married,  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  October  23, 
1884,  Rhoda  Lee,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mylo  Lee,  who  were  pioneers  of 
Rock  Island.

COMMODORE  CASPAR  HENRIK  STIBOLT,  son  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Hans  Andersen  and  Sophie  Amalie  (Westerwald)  Stibolt,  was  born  at 
Copenhagen,  Denmark,  September  3,  1692,  and  died  at.  Christians^,  Denmark, 
March  9,  1779. 

Like  all  other  members  of  his  family  he  was  attracted  by  a  military  career 
which  began  when  he  became  a  volunteer  member  of  the  foot-guards.  In  1711 
he  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Kj0gebugt,  and  in  the  following  year  he  was  ensign 
of  the  Funen  enlisted  infantry  regiment,  taking  part  in  the  battle  of  Gadebusch 
and  the  Norwegian  campaign.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant 
in  1713,  lieutenant,  1721;  captain,  1724,  and  later  in  the  same  year  was  com¬ 
mander  of  the  Christians^  garrison  company  with  the  rank  of  major.  Such  was 
his  prominence  in  military  affairs  that  in  1750  he  was  the  ranking  commander  of 
the  navy  and  the  governor  of  Christians^.  On  September  24,  1 777,  his  devotion 
to  his  country  was  recognized  and  he  was  knighted  for  his  services.  At  this  time 
he  was  admitted  to  the  nobility  and  received  confirmation  of  the  family  coat-of- 
arms  he  had  always  used.

JENS  PETER  STIBOLT,  son  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Caspar  Henrik  and 
Erasmine  (Mailing)  Stibolt,  was  born  at  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  December  24, 
1812,  and  died  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  July  12,  1887. 

His  education  was  received  in  the  Latin  School  at  Hadersleben,  Prussia, 
and  the  University  of  Kiel.  Owing  to  political  and  religious  differences  he  was 
disinherited  by  his  family  and  disowned  by  his  relatives,  many  of  whom  held 
offices  of  importance  in  Denmark.  In  1847,  at  the  age  of  thirty-four,  he  left  his 
native  land  and  came  to  America,  bringing  with  him  his  wife,  who  shared  his 
views  and  beliefs.  For  a  short  time  after  reaching  these  shores  he  remained  at 
Baltimore,  Ohio,  but  then  took  his  family  to  southern  Missouri,  where  a  great 
number  of  German  intellectuals  had  preceded  him  to  become  teachers  and  farmers, 
and  who  were  commonly  called  “Latin  Farmers.”  There  he  engaged  in  farming 
and  teaching,  but  he  soon  felt  the  need  to  express  his  views  and  so  engaged  in 
newspaper  work.  In  1851  he  removed  to  Alton,  Illinois,  to  become  editor  of  a 
German  language  newspaper,  and  while  there  sponsored  the  anti-slavery  move¬ 
ment  to  such  an  extent  and  so  openly  that  his  life  was  endangered  time  and  again. 
He  therefore  decided  to  leave  Alton,  and  settled  at  Galena,  Illinois,  where  he 
edited  his  paper  until  1856,  when  he  was  called  to  Peoria,  Illinois,  to  take  charge 
of  a  paper  which  at  that  time  supported  the  candidacy  of  John  C.  Fremont  for 
the  Presidency. 

In  1861  he  went  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  to  assume  the  editorship  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  language  Daily  Democrat,  a  position  which  he  filled  with  success  for  the 
next  twenty-six  years.  By  this  time  his  editorials  had  become  so  renowned  that 
many  of  his  writings  were  reprinted  and  quoted  in  newspapers  throughout  the 
country. 

Mr.  Stibolt  was  one  of  the  foremost  builders  and  believers  in  the  future  of 
Davenport,  thus  winning  the  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  his  fellow-citizens  to 
such  an  extent  that  he  was  presented  with  the  piece  of  property  which  was  to 
become  his  lasting  homestead. 
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Jens  Peter  Stibolt  married,  in  Schleswig,  July  20,  1842,  Caroline  Ehlert, 
who  was  born  in  Schleswig,  February  27,  1816,  and  died  at  Davenport,  Iowa, 
October  8,  1905.

ALBERT  JULIUS  STIBOLT,  son  of  Jens  Peter  and  Caroline  (Ehlert) 
Stibolt,  was  born  at  Galena,  Illinois,  November  6,  1857,  and  died  at  Davenport, 
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Iowa,  August  2,  1919.  His  education  was  received  at  the  Davenport  High 
School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1877.  About  this  time  he  began  tutor 
ing  with  Major  Hoffman  in  civil  engineering,  and  later  entered  the  employ  of  the 
United  States  Engineers’  Office  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois.  Well  founded  in  the 
technical  requirements  of  his  profession  he  eventually  became  chief  draughtsman 
and  engineer  in  the  Mississippi  River  Improvement  Works  at  Rock  Island. 

Aside  from  his  work  he  participated  in  many  hobbies,  which  included  music, 
painting,  drawing,  wood-carving,  artistic  lettering,  and  took  an  active  interest  in 
baseball  and  football.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Davenport  Engineers’  Club,  the 
Davenport  Outing  Club,  and  the  Rock  Island  Club.

VICTOR  ALBERT  STIBOLT,  son  of  Albert  Julius  and  Ottilie  Sophie 
(Beiderbecke)  Stibolt,  was  born  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  September  8,  1889,  and 
died  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  June  3,  1937.  Attending  the  public  schools  of 
Davenport,  he  was  graduated  from  high  school  there,  then  became  a  student  at 
Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  New  York,  where  he  took  the  degree  of  Civil  Engi¬ 
neer  in  1911.  In  his  college  years  he  attained  distinction  in  track  work,  special¬ 
izing  in  hurdle  events.  In  1911  he  won  the  inter-collegiate  championship  in  high 
and  low  hurdle  races  for  Cornell.  In  private  life  thereafter  he  maintained  his 
keen  interest  in  athletics  and  outdoor  activities,  revealing  this  attitude  in  his  offi¬ 
cial  approach  to  the  question  of  athletics  and  sports  when  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Rock  Island  Board  of  Education. 

Completing  his  studies  at  Cornell,  Mr.  Stibolt  entered  the  service  of  the 
engineering  firm  known  as  the  Robertson  Schaeffer  Company,  in  Chicago.  After 
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a  short  time  there,  he  went  to  the  Moline  Plow  Company  as  its  chief  engineer, 
holding  that  position  until  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War.  Early  in  the  period  of 
American  participation  in  that  conflict,  Mr.  Stibolt  enlisted  in  the  Ordnance 
Department  of  the  United  States  Army,  receiving  a  captain’s  commission  and 
being  assigned  to  duty  at  Rock  Island  Arsenal.  At  the  arsenal  he  was  in  charge 
of  construction,  supervising  the  building  of  the  largest  of  the  arsenal  structures 
that  were  built  during  the  war  period.  At  the  close  of  hostilities  he  went  to 
Hammond,  Louisiana,  where  he  became  assistant  general  manager  of  the  Natal- 
bany  Lumber  Company,  remaining  in  that  position  until  1926,  when  he  came  back 
to  Rock  Island  to  assume  the  general  managership  and  vice-presidency  of  the 
Rock  Island  Plow  Company,  a  position  that  he  held  until  1932. 

In  1932  he  returned  to  Hammond,  Louisiana,  to  the  position  he  had  previ¬ 
ously  held  with  the  Natalbany  Lumber  Company.  Meanwhile,  he  had  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  St.  Louis  Sash  and  Door  Works,  a  corporation  which  is  associated 
with  the  Rock  Island  Sash  and  Door  Works  and  is,  like  it,  one  of  the  family  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Denkmanns.  He  was  also  a  director  of  the  Rock  Island  Sash  and 
Door  Works. 

Wherever  he  went,  Mr.  Stibolt  was  a  constant  contributor  to  the  welfare 
of  the  community  that  he  made  his  own.  During  the  periods  of  his  residence  in 
Rock  Island  he  served  for  two  years  on  the  community’s  board  of  education, 
assuming  the  leadership  in  one  of  the  community  chest  campaigns,  and  carrying 
on  that  work  successfully.  He  also  was  prominent  for  some  time  in  the  water¬ 
way  activities  of  the  Rock  Island  Chamber  of  Commerce.  His  work  on  the  board 
of  education  continued  from  his  election  in  1930  to  his  resignation  in  June,  1932, 
the  time  when  he  went  to  Hammond,  Louisiana.  Then,  when  living  in  Louisiana, 
he  became  active  in  the  Southern  Pine  Association,  serving  for  several  years  in 
two  executive  capacities.  He  was  first  its  code  officer  during  the  NRA  period. 
Later,  in  1935,  he  was  named  manager  of  the  advertising  and  trade  extension 
departments  of  the  association,  holding  that  post  until  January,  1936,  when 
he  became  associated  with  Fr'ench  and  Hecht  as  executive  vice-president  in 
Davenport. 

In  addition  to  all  his  other  activities,  Mr.  Stibolt  was  a  member  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Club  of  Chicago,  president  of  the  Hammond  County  Club  at  Hammond, 
and  a  member  and  regular  golfer  at  the  Rock  Island  Arsenal  Golf  Club.  He 
belonged  to  Hammond  Lodge  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  which  order 
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he  was  affiliated  with  Moline  Consistory  of  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite. 
He  was  a  member  also,  at  Cornell  University,  of  the  Seal  and  Serpent  and 
Sphinx  Head  fraternities  and  of  the  Savage  Club.  He  held  membership  in 
Broadway  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Rock  Island.  In  the  many  quarters  in  which 
he  was  known  Mr.  Stibolt  was  honored,  respected  and  trusted.  His  delightful 
personality  and  geniality  of  temperament  were  qualities  for  which  he  was  loved 
by  a  host  of  friends,  and  he  will  long  be  affectionately  remembered.

THOMAS  (i)  SHARP,  who  died  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  in  1749,  is 
believed  to  have  been  one  of  those  Sharpes  who  emigrated  from  Scotland  to 
Ireland,  and  thence  to  Maryland.  Records  of  the  Rock  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church  show  that  he  was  there  prior  to  1718,  when  he  was  an  elder  of  the  church. 
He  is  referred  to  in  the  church  history  as  a  commissioner  to  the  Presbytery,  June 
28,  1720,  and  he  then  spelled  his  name  “Sharp.”  His  will  was  probated  in  Cecil 
County,  Maryland,  December  7,  1749,  and  an  abstract  follows: 

I,  Thomas  Sharp,  of  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  yeoman,  make  this, 
my  last  will  and  testament,  disposing  of  my  estate  in  manner  and  form 
following.  Dated  January  9,  1747. 

Item:  I  bequeath  to  my  son,  Thomas  Sharp,  the  sum  of  sixty 
pounds. 

Item:  I  bequeath  to  my  son,  James  Sharp,  the  sum  of  forty 
pounds.

THOMAS  (3)  SHARPE,  as  the  name  was  now  spelled,  son  of  Thomas 
(2)  and  Mary  (McFerran)  Sharp,  was  born  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  in  1765, 
and  died  in  Bracken  County,  near  Augusta,  Kentucky,  in  1831.  He  removed 
with  his  wife  and  daughter,  Maria,  in  1799,  to  Mason  County,  Kentucky.  On 
August  13,  1801,  Thomas  Sharpe  received  a  deed  from  the  heirs  of  John  Cooper 
for  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land,  being  a  part  of  Cooper’s  10,000-acre 
tract  on  the  waters  of  Lee’s  and  Lawrence’s  Creek.  Thomas  Sharpe  and  wife 
Mary,  of  Bracken  County,  Kentucky,  sold  the  above  tract  by  deed  of  January  5, 
1807,  to  John  Machir.  Their  son,  Samuel  Kerr  Sharpe,  was  born  in  Mason 
County  and  they  then  moved  to  Bracken  County  where  he  had  purchased  a  tract 
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of  land  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  acres  from  John  Pattie  by  deed 
of  September  26,  1802.  It  was  on  this  tract  of  land  near  Augusta  that  Thomas 
(3)  Sharpe  built  his  stone  house,  which  was  still  standing  in  1901.  Here  he 
passed  the  balance  of  his  life  as  a  farmer  and  miller.  There  are  so  many  deeds 
from  him  and  his  wife,  as  well  as  deeds  to  him,  in  the  ensuing  years,  that  it  is 
very  evident  he  was  a  large  dealer  in  land. 

For  many  years  he  was  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  As  he  was 
riding  home  on  horseback  from  Sabbath  School  one  Sunday  afternoon,  carrying 
the  “Library,”  a  small  collection  of  books  in  a  wooden  chest,  he  was  thrown  from 
his  horse  and  received  injuries  from  which  he  died,  intestate.  His  son,  Thomas 
Sharpe,  was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  in  1832,  and  the  final  settle¬ 
ment  of  his  personal  estate  was  made  in  March,  1835.  However,  it  was  not 
until  May  17,  1838,  that  a  deed  was  signed  by  all  his  heirs  for  his  real  estate  in 
Bracken  County.  It  is  from  this  deed  and  from  the  will  of  James  H.  Sharpe, 
his  youngest  son,  made  April  27,  1891,  that  all  the  names  of  his  children  and 
grandchildren  were  secured.

DR.  SAMUEL  KERR  SHARPE,  son  of  Thomas  (3)  and  Mary  (Kerr) 
Sharpe,  was  born  in  Mason  County,  Kentucky,  in  1800,  and  died  at  Rock  Island, 
Illinois,  May  22,  1890.  He  first  attended  the  school  of  his  uncle,  David  Sharpe, 
and  later,  in  1815,  Transylvania  College  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  where  he  made 
his  home  with  his  uncle,  Ebenezer  Sharpe,  a  professor  of  Greek  and  Latin  at  the 
college.  After  taking  a  course  in  medicine  he  removed  to  Russellville,  Ohio,  and 
there  practiced  his  profession.  Following  his  marriage,  he  and  his  wife  removed 
to  Mayslick,  Kentucky,  remaining  there  for  four  or  five  years.  They  then  went 
to  Maysville,  Kentucky,  where  he  made  his  home  for  many  years.  At  this  period 
of  his  life  he  is  recorded  as  selling  or  buying  much  real  estate,  apparently  in  a  real 
estate  partnership  in  Mason  County,  Kentucky. 

In  1857  he  removed  to  Rock  Island  and  Moline,  Illinois,  but  returned  to 
Kentucky  in  1859.  Several  years  later,  due  to  the  failing  health  of  his  wife,  he 
removed  to  Memphis,  Tennessee,  to  live  with  their  children.  Following  the 
death  of  their  son  Charles  in  1875,  they  removed  with  their  daughter,  Mrs.  Davis, 
and  her  family  to  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  where  the  remaining  years  of  his  life 
were  spent.

GRIMSTONE  BOUDE,  son  of  John  Boude,  was  sent  as  agent  for  the 
Proprietaries  of  East  New  Jersey,  and  settled  at  Perth  Amboy.  In  a  deposition 
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dated  May  10,  1699,  he  stated  that  he  was  “Grimstone  Boude,  merchant,  aged 
thirty-eight  or  thereabouts.”  He  afterwards  removed  to  Philadelphia,  where  he 
died  April  1,  1716.  His  will,  dated  February  3,  1715,  and  proved  April  3,  1716, 
states  that  he  is  Grimstone  Boude,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Innkeeper,  and 
devises :

THOMAS  BOUDE,  son  of  Grimstone  and  Mary  Boude,  was  born  at 
Perth  Amboy,  New  Jersey,  about  1700,  and  died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter, 
Mary  Clarkson,  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  September  if,  1781.  He  was  a 
brickmason  by  trade,  and  built  the  superstructure  of  Independence  Hall  in  1739. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  St.  John’s  Lodge,  the  first  Masonic  Lodge  of 
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Philadelphia,  its  first  secretary ;  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1732;  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  1738,  and  Deputy  Grand 
Master  in  1741.  He  was  elected  coroner  of  Philadelphia  from  1754  to  1757. 
Thomas  Boude  conveyed  a  house  and  lot  on  Front  Street,  Philadelphia,  to  his 
daughter,  Mary  Clarkson,  May  24,  1781.  Letters  of  administration,  cum  testa - 
mento  annexe,  were  granted  by  the  register  of  wills,  George  Campbell,  on  the 
first  day  of  August,  1783,  on  the  estate  of  Thomas  Boude  unto  his  grandson, 
Thomas  Boude,  he  having  first  given  bond  to  truly  administer  the  same,  exhibit 
a  true  inventory  and  render  a  just  and  true  account  of  his  administration.

DR.  SAMUEL  BOUDE,  son  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (Newbold)  Boude, 
was  born  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  about  1723.  He  moved  to  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  practiced  medicine  and  kept  a  drug  store.  He  became  a 
leading  physician  of  the  village,  was  chief  burgess  in  1757,  and  was  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature  in  1784,  1792,  and  1796.  For  the  period  between  1763  and 
1766  he  evidently  lived  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  as  his  two  youngest  children 
were  born  and  baptized  there.  The  dates  of  death  of  Dr.  Samuel  Boude  and 
his  wife  as  well  as  their  place  of  burial  has  not  yet  been  ascertained.

MICHAEL  (i)  NEWBOLD,  founder  of  the  family  in  America,  was  the 
son  of  Thomas  Newbold,  of  Handsworth  Parish,  Yorkshire,  and  grandson  of 
John  Newbold,  of  Hackenthorpe,  County  Derby,  England.  He  was  born  in 
Handsworth  Parish,  Yorkshire,  in  1623,  and  died  in  Burlington  County,  New 
Jersey,  in  February,  1692-93. 

In  1664  Michael  Newbold  removed  to  Sheffield  Park,  Yorkshire,  where  he 
held  lands  as  tenant-in-fee  of  the  Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  until  his  emigration  to 
New  Jersey  in  1680.  He  brought  to  New  Jersey  his  wife  and  nine  of  his  eleven 
children  and  settled  in  Burlington  County.  Previous  to  his  emigration  he  had 
purchased  from  George  Hutchinson,  of  Sheffield,  by  deed  of  lease,  dated  Janu¬ 
ary  28  and  29,  1677-78,  one-eighth  of  three-ninetieths  of  the  Province  of  West 
Jersey  which  Hutchinson  had  purchased  of  Edward  Byllings,  March  1,  1676-77. 
Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  New  Jersey,  Thomas  Revel,  Surveyor-General  for  the 
Proprietors  of  West  Jersey,  surveyed  to  Michael  Newbold,  September  3,  1681, 
four  hundred  acres  on  the  south  side  of  Assinnicunk  or  Birch  Creek,  near  the 
present  site  of  Bordentown-.  Michael  Newbold  was  possessed  in  all,  of  a  large 
personal  estate,  a  goodly  amount  of  which  was  in  England,  and  of  several  planta¬ 
tions,  six  hundred  acres  of  land  and  several  lots  at  Burlington.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  magistrates  of  Burlington  County  and  was  prominent  in  local  affairs.

ROBERT  (2)  PEEBLES,  son  of  Robert  (1)  Peebles  and  his  third  wife, 
was  born  at  Londonderry,  Ireland,  and  died  in  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania, 
June  28,  1809,  as  appears  in  the  following  item  from  Poulsons  American  Daily 
Advertiser: 

Chambersburg,  July  5  (1809).  Died- — At  his  farm  in  Franklin 
County,  on  Wednesday  evening  the  28th  ult.  Col.  Robert  Peebles,  aged 
about  80;  he  was  an  old  Revolutionary  patriot,  and  for  some  time  a 
member  of  our  State  Legislature.  There  was  a  severe  storm  the  even¬ 
ing  of  his  departure  and  his  flock  of  sheep  to  the  number  of  50  had 
gathered  under  a  large  tree  in  one  of  the  fields.  The  tree  under  which 
were  the  sheep  was  struck  by  lightning  and  47  of  them  were  killed. 

Robert  Peebles  migrated  to  Pennsylvania  as  a  young  man  and  at  the  time 
of  the  Revolution  was  living  in  Chester  County.  During  the  winter  Washington 
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was  camped  at  Valley  Forge  he  supplied  the  army  with  forage.  While  he  was 
on  one  of  his  trips  to  Valley  Forge,  the  Hessians  appeared  at  his  farm  and  the 
officers  entered  the  house  and  demanded  food  which  Mrs.  Peebles  agreed  to  fur¬ 
nish.  Going  to  the  kitchen,  she  directed  her  slave,  Durham,  to  go  to  the  barn, 
saddle  “Polly,”  the  mare,  and  remove  two  boards  from  the  rear  of  the  barn,  then 
come  in  and  serve  the  breakfast  which  she  was  cooking.  She  made  up  a  bundle 
of  a  few  effects,  took  her  only  child,  Samuel,  went  to  the  barn,  led  the  horse 
through  the  opening  in  the  back  of  the  barn  and  rode  away.  After  swimming 
the  Susquehanna  River  she  gave  the  news  to  the  first  soldier  she  met.  Meeting 
her  husband  on  his  return  trip,  she  told  of  her  experiences  with  the  Hessians  and 
they  decided  to  continue  their  journey  on  to  Chambersburg.  There  Robert  (2) 
Peebles  bought  a  farm  of  one  hundred  acres  where  they  lived,  and  where  their 
other  children  were  born.  Many  others  bearing  the  name  of  Peebles  appear  at 
Chambersburg.  A  Robert  Peebles  was  an  original  purchaser  of  lots  in  Cham¬ 
bersburg,  and  Robert  Peebles  appears  as  an  innkeeper.  Mary  Peebles  contributed 
to  the  pulpit  fund  of  Middle  Spring  Church  in  1786,  it  being  the  same  church  to 
which  three  Robert  Peebles  had  subscribed  in  1781.  It  is  doubtful  if  these  rec 
ords  apply  to  the  Peebles  line  of  our  interest,  but  it  may  have  been  that  all  of 
these  people  were  distantly  related,  and  would  furnish  a  reason  for  the  suddenly 
determined  journey  of  our  Robert  (2)  Peebles  to  Chambersburg.

Also  1 
outlot  joining  the  Seceder’s  meeting  house  and  John  Kerr,  containing 
three  and  three-fourths  acres.  Said  James  Welsh  left  to  survive  him  a 
widow  named  Nancy  and  issue:  Rebecca,  mar.  to  Henry  Thompson; 
Mary,  married  to  Samuel  Peebles;  Joseph  Welsh;  John  Welsh;  Eliza¬ 
beth;  Jinny  (Jane),  James  and  Nancy.

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HE  Bodley  family  is  one  which  has  produced  men  who 
were  outstanding  in  the  affairs  of  their  times.  Of  these, 
Sir  Thomas  Bodley  and  Sir  Josias  Bodley,  brothers,  are 
notable  examples. 

Sir  Thomas  Bodley,  eldest  son  of  John  and  Joan 
(Hone)  Bodley,  was  born  at  Exeter,  England,  March  2, 
1545,  and  died  at  London,  January  28,  1613.  During  the 
reign  of  Queen  Alary,  John  Bodley  was  forced  to  leave  England  because  of  relig¬ 
ious  beliefs  and  settled  at  Geneva,  Switzerland.  Thomas  Bodley  accompanied  his 
father,  and  while  there  studied  at  the  university  where  Calvin  and  Beza  were  then 
teaching.  On  the  accession  of  Queen  Elizabeth  he  returned  to  England  with  his 
father  and  soon  after  entered  Alagdalen  College,  Oxford  University.  In  1563 
he  took  his  degree  as  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  was  admitted  a  fellow  of  Merton  Col¬ 
lege.  In  1565  he  read  a  Greek  lecture  in  hall,  took  his  Alaster’s  degree  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  and  read  natural  philosophy  in  the  public  schools.  In  1569  he  was 
proctor,  and  for  some  time  after  was  a  deputy  public  orator.  Quitting  Oxford 
in  1576,  he  made  a  tour  of  Europe  and  shortly  after  his  return  was  made  gentle¬ 
man-usher  to  Queen  Elizabeth.  In  1 584  he  entered  Parliament  as  a  member  for 
Portsmouth,  and  represented  St.  German’s  in  1586.  In  1585  he  was  entrusted 
with  a  mission  to  form  a  league  between  Frederick  II  of  Denmark  and  certain 
German  princes  to  assist  Henry  of  Navarre.  He  was  next  sent  on  a  secret  mis¬ 
sion  to  France;  and  in  1588  he  was  sent  to  The  Hague  as  minister,  a  post  which 
demanded  great  diplomatic  skill,  for  it  was  in  the  Netherlands  that  the  power  of 
Spain  had  to  be  fought.  His  mission  was  complicated  by  the  intrigues  of  the 
ministers  at  home  and  he  repeatedly  begged  that  he  be  allowed  to  return  home. 
He  was  finally  permitted  to  return  to  England  in  1596,  but  finding  his  prefer¬ 
ment  obstructed  by  the  various  interests  of  Burleigh  and  Essex,  retired  from  pub¬ 
lic  service.  In  1598  his  offer  to  restore  the  old  library  was  accepted  by  Oxford

University,  and  not  only  did  he  use  his  private  fortune  in  the  task,  but  induced 
many  of  his  friends  to  make  valuable  gifts  of  books.  In  1611  he  began  its  per¬ 
manent  endowment,  and  at  his  death  the  greater  part  of  his  fortune  was  left  to 
it.  Sir  Thomas  Bodley  married,  in  1587,  Ann  Ball,  a  widow  of  considerable  for¬ 
tune  and  the  daughter  of  a  Mr.  Carew,  of  Bristol.  /There  were  no  children  of  the 
marriage. 

Sir  Josias  Bodley,  brother  of  Sir  Thomas  Bodley,  was  born  about  1550,  and 
died  August  19,  1617,  being  buried  in  Christ  Church  (Holy  Trinity),  Dublin, 
Ireland.  In  1598  he  was  captain  of  a  company  of  old  troops  withdrawn  from  the 
Netherlands  for  service  in  Leinster  against  the  Catholic  uprising  under  the  Earl 
of  Tyrone.  In  1601  he  was  Governor  of  Newry  and  trench-master  at  the  siege 
of  Kinsale.  In  1603  he  held  the  same  position  at  Waterford,  and  on  May  28, 

1604,  had  the  custody  of  Duncannon  Castle  granted  him  by  Privy  Seal  the  15th 
of  the  January  previous.  A  pension  for  life  was  granted  him  in  1605,  and  in 
1606  he  resigned  the  governorship  of  Duncannon.  He  was  knighted  in  1604  by 
the  Lord  Deputy  Mountjoy;  was  engaged  upon  the  fortification  of  Munster  in 

1605,  and  was  in  England  in  1607,  returning  to  Ireland  with  an  appointment 
from  the  Privy  Seal  as  Superintendent  of  Castles.  The  survey  for  the  great 
Ulster  Plantation  was  entrusted  to  him  in  1609,  and  he  was  recommended  to 
undertake  the  re-survey  in  1616.  In  1612  he  had  Letters  Patent  appointing  him 
Director-General  of  Fortifications  in  Ireland  for  life.  In  November,  1613,  he 
was  in  England,  probably  for  the  funeral  of  Sir  Thomas  Bodley,  and  was  later 
sent  on  a  special  mission  to  Ireland.  He  gave  an  astronomical  sphere  and  instru¬ 
ments  to  the  Bodleian  Library  founded  by  his  brother.  To  this  time,  a  search  of 
the  Irish  Prerogative  Collections  and  in  the  Dioceses  of  Dublin  and  Kildare  has 
not  disclosed  his  will,  and  it  has  not  been  determined  whether  or  not  he  left 
descendants.  Wills  of  other  members  of  the  Bodley  family  have  been  found  in 
which  Sir  Josias  is  named,  but  none  of  them  mention  a  wife  or  children. 

Bodley,  as  a  surname,  derives  from  the  parish  of  Bodley  or  Budleigh,  in 
Devonshire,  England.

MAJOR  WILLIAM  BODLEY,  son  of  Thomas  and  Eliza  (Mclntosh- 
Knox)  Bodley,  was  born  in  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1746,  died 
December  4,  1780,  and  was  buried  in  Lower  Providence  Presbyterian  Church¬ 
yard,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  his  tombstone  is  inscribed : 

Major  William  Bodley 
departed  this  life 
December  4,  1780 
in  34th  year. 

He  served  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  his  record  appears  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Archives,  as  follows: 

William  Bodley,  captain  6th  company,  5th  Battalion,  Chester  Co., 

Pa.,  militia,  Col.  Richard  Thomas  Commanding,  May  17,  1777. 
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William  Bodley  referred  to  several  times  as  captain,  appears  as 
Major  in  5th  Battalion,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.,  militia,  May  17,  1779.  Among 
the  officers  commissioned  in  Chester  Co.  militia,  1778-79,  was  William 
Bodley,  May  17,  1779,  as  Major. 

His  brother,  Thomas  Bodley,  who  served  under  him  during  the  Revolution 
applied  for  pension,  and  from  this  application  it  is  possible  to  ascertain  that 
Major  William  Bodley  saw  service  about  Philadelphia  and  in  New  Jersey,  being 
for  a  time  stationed  at  South  Amboy,  New  Jersey.  After  the  war  he  removed  to 
Charlestown  Township,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  in  1780  was  pos¬ 
sessed  with  “340  acres,  6  horses,  10  cattle,  15  sheep,  4  servants.”  In  1781 
“Widow  Bodley”  was  among  the  list  of  taxables.  Major  William  Bodley  left  a 
will,  dated  July  22,  1780,  and  proved  December  19,  1780.  He  had  failed  to  sign 
it  but  it  was  proved  to  be  in  his  own  handwriting  by  Colonel  William  Dewees,  of 
Tredyffrin,  Job  Pugh,  of  Upper  Merion,  and  Alex  McCalla.  In  it  he  named  his 
wife,  Isabella,  his  mother,  Eliza,  sons  James,  Thomas,  John,  and  William,  daugh¬ 
ter  Elizabeth,  brother  Thomas,  and  James  Hodges.

JAMES  PARKER  first  appears  of  record  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1786.  Together  with  his  daughter  Isabella  and  her  husband  William  Bodley, 
he  obtained  judgment  against  James  Alexander,  and  purchased,  at  sheriff’s  sale, 
his  farm  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  acres  of  land  in  Charlestown  Town¬ 
ship,  Chester  County,  by  sheriff’s  deed,  dated  February  1,  1786.  On  September 
16,  1786,  he  and  his  wife,  Mary,  sold  the  same  land,  at  which  time  he  was  of 
Providence  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  They  shortly 
removed  to  Kentucky  where  they  lived  the  balance  of  their  lives.

JOHN  TODD,  first  of  the  line  to  be  of  record,  was  of  Scotch  descent,  and 
died  about  1718, -at  Drumgare,  Derrynoose  Parish,  County  Armagh,  Ireland, 
and  was  buried  in  Tynan  churchyard.  The  early  Derrynoose  Parish  church 
stood  in  the  townland  of  Lisatarkelt,  in  that  part  which  is  now  the  barony  of 
Tiranny.  As  early  as  1430  the  provision  made  for  the  vicar  by  the  College  of 
Colidei  of  Armagh  was  so  small  that  no  one  could  be  found  to  accept  the  benefice. 
The  district  in  which  John  Todd  settled  possessed  a  varied  historic  interest  from 
the  standpoint  of  religion.  John  Todd,  who  was  evidently  a  churchman  in  his 
early  life,  became  surrounded  by  the  Presbyterian  influences  that  were  then 
growing  in  Armagh.  The  Presbyterian  congregation  can  be  traced  back  in 
Ulster  records  to  1691.  The  meetinghouse  was  Lisloony,  “the  fort  of  O’Loony,” 
which  took  its  name  from  the  fine  double-ringed  fort  crowning  the  hill  overlook¬ 
ing  Tynan.  It  was  from  this  district  that,  in  the  eighteenth  century,  came  many 
of  the  emigrants  to  Pennsylvania,  including  two  and  probably  three  of  his  sons.

ROBERT  TODD,  son  of  John  Todd  and  his  first  wife,  was  born  in  County 
Armagh,  Ireland,  in  1697,  and  died  near  the  Trappe,  Montgomery  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  April  3,  1775.  He  emigrated  with  his  brother,  Andrew,  in  1737,  and 
settled  in  Montgomery  County,  where  he  owned  a  farm  in  the  Trappe  region. 
He  was  buried  in  the  Lower  Providence  Presbyterian  churchyard,  the  inscription 
on  his  tombstone  reading : 

In  memory  of 
Robert  Todd 
who  departed  this  life 
April  the  3d  1775 
aged  78  years 

There  is  no  record  of  a  will  of  Robert  Todd,  nor  of  any  settlement  of  his 
estate  in  Montgomery  County,  nor  in  Philadelphia.
